Honolulu had told- the elder sister of 
increasing jealousy and suspicion on 
the colonel's part, of his dreadful rage 
nt Yokohama on'learning that 
even 


there;—the very.hour of their arrival— 
when the consul came aboard with n 
batch of letters in his hand, he had one 
for Mrs. Frost. She had.barely glanced 
at its contents before she wns stricken 
with n fit of trembling, tore it iii half, 
and tossed the fragments on the swift 
ebbing tide, then rushed to her stntc- 
room. There she added n postscript to 
the long letter penned 'to Margaret on

It may be soberly questioned whether 


certain styles of music thai are much in 
vogue do not, on the whole, exercise a 
debilitating and even immoral influ- 
ence, says Waldo S. Pralt in the De- 
cember Atlantic, not because they are 
technically jx>or, but because their'very 
beauty and charm enable them lo in- 
still a jieculiarly insidious mlnsmnttc 
poison of sensuality or of luxurious In- 
dolence or of downright pessimism.. 
How is the sludent to be put on his 
guard against these deadly forms of de- 
light, or be taught to oll'tet their influ- 
ence by other forms that express a 
sturdy, noble and trustful ideality, ex- 
cept through processes of education? It 
is toward the establishment of maulv 
and righteous standards in every field 
of spiritual experience that a college 
system, should always strive; and, just 
as this has alreadyv been douo In our 
colleges for lilerary art, nnd in some 
measure for Ihearls of dc?ign, so should 
it bo for the great art of tone. This, too, 
is a comparatively uew ideal in musical 
education, but one whose importance is 
already clearly feeen by our 
more 


thoughtful musical workers. It Is the 
sight of it that gives them assurance 
and self-respect in their work and a 
missionary enthusiasm fortbeir beloved 
arl. Sooner or later'something of the 
same high regard for music and its ed- 
ucative values will penetrate the minds 
of those who administer the colleges of 
our laud, and will lead them to see that 
such a contention is neither extreme 
nor unpractical.
